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Soviet tanks thunder into Lithuania

VILNIUS. USSR, March 24: An 
armoured column of almost 100 Soviet 
tanks and militar>' \%hicles rolled through 
the heart of the Lithuanian capital early 
today in what apparently was another 
Kremlin bid to unnerve independence 
leaders. 

Lithuanian lawmakers were in session 
about 100 metreslyards) from the path of 
the convoy, which rumbled along the main 
highway through the heart of Vilnius at 
almui4 am (0200 GMT). It didn't stop. 

**Wc felt we were really in an occupied 
country." President Vyiauius Landsbergis 
said afterward. "An alien power sent for- 
ces and we don't know why." 

Official Lithuanian sources said the 
convoy contained at least 1,000 


paratroopers armed with automatic 
weapons. 

After the convoy roared through, the 
Lithuanian capital was quiei. and polls 
opened later for elections to local govern-' 
ing councils. 

A deadline also passed for Lithuanian 
deserters to reium to their ^vicl military 
units with no sign that the deserters were 
'being rounded up. 

.A spokesman for the Lithuanian 
Parliament said he had seen the convoy 
pull into a military base at Siaures Mies- 
lelis on the north side of the capital. 

Nervous legislators passed a resolution 
transferring power to the senior diplomat 
of their breakaway Baltic republic in 
Washington. DC. Stasys Lozoratis Jr, in 


case Moscow used force to take control of 
Lithuania orarrested its leaders. 

"lliis is absurd, armoured vehicles 
don't usually drive through the middle of 
towTi in the middle of the night." Lithuan- 
ian Premier Kazimeira Prunskeine told 
reporters at the Supreme Council leg- 
islature. 

"We're not afraid, but we don't know 
what they want, and we don’t know what 
they will do in the ne.xt few hours." she 
said. 

.Afterpassingthe resolution transferring 
p>owcr to the diplomat in Washington, 
several iegislators walked about 100 
metres (yards) from the legislative cham- 
bers to u highway overpass to watch the 
Soviet military column rumble through 


the city. 

The show of force today, the second 
since Thursday, left Lithuanian ofTidals 
wondering what Gorbachev would do 
next. 

On Thursday, in the first show' of force, 
the Soviet military moved more than a 
dozen armoured personnel carriers and 
military trucks into Vilnius. 

Mov’ing the column into the VUniusarea 
early today increased pressure on the Lith- 
uanian government by making it easier for 
Moscow to send troops quickly into 
action.

Firecrackers blast 25 

NEW DELHI, March 24, (Agencies): At least 25 people were 
killed today when firecracters exploded during a festival at a 
southern Indian temple, the Press Trust of India reported. 

It said at least 77 people were hurt when the fiFeworks, 
intended to provide a colourful Hnale to a I O-day Hindu festival, 
caught Ere and exploded. About 100,(X)0 people were gathered 
for the display at Malanada, near Quilon, in the slate of Kerala. 

The agency said the firecrackers were stored in the temple and 
exploded after the man in charge of arranging the display went 
inside to fetch them. 

The temple building collapsed in flames within minutes. 

The agency quoted a top Kerala police ofTicial as saying most 
of the 25 bodies were chaned beyond recognition. 

PIT quoted ofltdals as saying about 100,000 people had 
gathered in the outer portion of the temple and fn surrounding 
paddy fields to witness the fireworks display scheduled to begin 
before dawn today.

ROME, March 24, (AP): Presiilent Hosm Mubarak of Egypt and 
Hafez Assad ofSyria met today for the first time since endii^a 10- 
rift between their countries, joining other Arab leaders in 
Libya, a news report said.

It is also the fourth anniversary of a Libyan confrontation with the 
United States Navy in the Gulf of Sirte. 

The three Arab leaders are the Erst high-level visitors to Libya since 
Washington earlier this month revived allegations that Libya was 
produdng chemical weapons at the Rabta factory, 80 km (50 miles) 
southwest of Tripoli.

man agents. Libyan dissidents 
abroad, however, say Libya 
staged a limited Ere to avert a 
possible US attack. 

The presence ofthe three Arab 
leaders in Libya underlines the 
raprochemenis which have taken 
place in Uie Arab world since a 
Arab summit in Casablanca last 
May. 

For 10 years Libya and Syria 
were the bastions of a front 
virulently opposed to Egypt’s 
1979 treaty with Israel. 

But Prudent Assad, weak- 
ened by changes in the Soviet 
Union and excluded from Arab 
regional groupings, restored 
relations with Egypt earlier this 
year. 

Libya remains the only Arab 
country without an erab«usy in 
Cairo but this has not prevented 
regular meetings between Khad- 
dsiE and Mubarak, who is now 
on his third visit to Libya. 

General Bashir is a regular 
visitor and after his last tiip he 
announced that Libya and 
Sudan would sign agreements to 
pave the way for a merger within 
four years. 

Hie Libyan media hailed the 
merger agreement as another 
step towards fui] Arab unity, 
overlooking Libya's commit- 
ment to integration with its part- 
ners in the A^rab Maghreb Union 
— Algeria. Morocco, 
Mauritania and Tunisia. 

Under the union treaty, signed 
in the Moroccan city ofManak- 
esh in February 1989, Sudan 
could only joint the Ma^reb 
Union if all uve members accep- 
ted it. 

OfEcials in the other North 
African states say that, because 
Libya has a natural tendency to 
look eastwards for allies and par- 
tners, they cannot count on it 
playing a full role in the Maghreb 
Union. 

The ofTicial Libyan news 
agency Jana said Presidents 
Assad and Mubarak met in 
Tobruk soon after their arrival. 

Presidents Mubarak and 
Assad used the occasion for their 
Hist meetings since ending a 12- 
year- rift between their countries. 
Jana said. 

Jana quoted Mubarak as say- 
ing that the Arab nation needed 
umiy to be able to withstand the 
challenges of the US and 
European economic blocs.

Clueen Elizabeth was said to be 
delighted at the birth of her sixth 
grandchild. 

The Duchess' father, polo enth- 
usiast Major Ronald Ferguson, tojd 
reporters outside his farmhouse in 
souibern Britain: “1 am delighted for 
the mother and dau^ter." 

The birth came four hours after the 
Duchess was admitted to the hospital 
by a side door to avoid waiting 
cameramen, many of whom bad 


camped on the pavement for days.

Some contended the Britons were taking 
photographs in forbidden areas, others said the inen 
were involved in pornographic video deals. 

An embassy spokesman, who cannnot be named

Saudi authorities about the arrests. It is our uuJrt ■ 
standing that the men have not been charged yet." 

Last July, another British male nurse was jailed 
for dealing in contraband pornography. The arrest 
was not mentioned in the local media. 

The usual procedure in Saudi Arabia for dealing 
with forei^ers in such cases is to have them arraig- 
ned and tried, and then to deport them.

TRINCOMALEE, Sri Unka, 
March 24. (Agencies): 7*he final 
contingent oraboul2.0(X) Indian 
soldiers sailed today amid fan- 
fare from the northeastern port 
town of Trincomalce. marking 
the end of a controversial 
military presence in Sri Lanka 
that began more than 2- 1 /2 years 
ago. 

The 50,000 troops India sent 
failed to disloi^ the heavily- 
armed Tamil Tiger euerrillas 
who now control areas India had 
tried to secure for the Colombo 
goveromenl. So although 
today’s withdrawal ended fears 
of a permanent Indian occupa- 
tion of the teardrop-shaped 
island of 17 million, formerly 
known as Ceylon, the prospects 
of a division into a Buddhist 
south and a Tamil north 
appeared to grow. 

The withdrawal of the Indian 
Peace Keeping Force (IPKF) 
began in ph.ises last year and 
ended one week before the 
March 31, 1990 deadline agreed 
to by India and Sri Lanka. 

“Thejob is done and 1 go back 
proud to a nation that awaits 
equally proud.’’ said Lt Gen. 
A.S. Kalkat. the JPKFcomman- 
^r in Sri Lanka. “There is noth- 
ing more a soldier can ask for.” 

The troops departed in five 
shipsabout 10am. 

“You have made a great 
sacrifice, there is no doubt about 
tfaaL”Sri Lankan Defence Mini- 
ster Ranjan Wijeratne told the 
troops wearing camouflage 
unifonns. 

A mixed group of the Indian 
army, navy and air force, smiling 
and waving aboard the frigate 
Magar, were the last to pull out 
of Trincomalee to the strains of 
“Auid Lang Syne" played by the 
Sri Lanka navy band. 

Indian High Commissioner 
L.L. Mehrotra said in the IPKF 
“leaves with asense offuinimeni. 
All the elements in conflict have 
turned away from war to the 
negotiating ■ table seeking 
peaceful and democratic solu- 
tions within a united Sri Lanka." 

Mehrotra and Wijeratne, wat- 
ched the remaining several hun- 
dred IPKF troops march sin^e 
file up the gang plank of the 
l.N.S. Magar, docked al the 
China Bay naval air station, l^e 
ships also carried away guns, 
heavy equipment, tanks and 
other combat vehicles. 

“We haven't left one gun. one 
piece of equipment — nothing.’’ 
said Col Naeem Farooqi, an 
IPKF public relations ofTt^r. 

Farooqi said the morale of the 
IPKF troops was high and that 
“everyone is happy b^use they 
are going back home.*'

WASHINGTON, March 24, 
(UPI): Nearly i.5 million 
Americaiis are exposed to, a 
health harard in the workplace 
that they can't see, smell or hear. 
But it certainly can be felt. 

Vibration may seem harmless. 
After all, at low levels it can be 
us^ to massage tense muscles. 
However, frequent exposure to 
the quivering and shaking of 
power tools may cause a 
TCbOitating “white finger” disor- 
der that in severe cases may 
require finger amputation. 

In a recent report on “hand- 
arm tribration syndrome.” the 
national institute for 
occupational safely and health 
estimates half of the American 
workers using jack hammers, 
chain saws, grinders, drills and 
other vibrating power tools will 
develop the distressing condi- 
tion. 

The most obvious sign of the 
syndrome is the appearance of 
unusual wUte splotches on the 
fingers. At first, attacks of bian- 
^ng, numbness or tingling are 
occasional and aflect just the tips 
of one or more fingers. 

If exposure to vibration is not 
reduced, attacks become more 
frequent and the numbness more 
persistenL Eventually, most fin- 
gers are affected along their 
entire lengths. 

At the most severe sta^ skin 
and tissue may die — forcing the 
amputation of fingers. 

“The symptoms have 
appeared in two or three months 
in some people. Others, under 


the same situation, may lake 20 
years to develop or they may 
never get it. What tee difTerence 
is between people, nobody 
knows,” said Austm Henschel, a 
ph^'oiogist at Nipsb"s Cincin- 
nati office and developer of the 
report. 

Hand-arm vibration syn- 
drome is caused by two factors — 
constriction of blood vesMis in 
the hands and a degeneration of 
peripheral nerves, Henschel said 
in a telephone interview. Varia- 
bles that influence the dise^ as 
it progresses include intensity of 
tool vibration, length of daily 
use, cumulative exposure and 
tool design. 

Studies cited in tbe federal 
report the prevalence of the dis- 
oider varies widely, with any- 
where from 6 per cent to 1 00 per 
cent of workers studied showing 
symptoms. The average rate was 
about 50 per cent. 

Henschel issued one caution 
about interareling such statis- 
tics. He saia hand-arm vibration 
syndrome is virtually indistin- 
guishable from raynaud's phen- 
omenon, a condition which 
affects about 5 per cent of the 
general population and is caused 
by exposure to cold or emotional 
stress. 

Workers showing high rates of 
hand-arm vibration ^drome 
included pedestal grinders at 
■ foundries, jack-leg drill 
operators in mines those 
using chipping hammers in 
quarries, steel plants and 
^pyard.

MONROVIA, Liberia, March 
24, (AP): US Ambassador James 
Bishop said an eastern rebellion 
is claiming an unprecedented 
number of lives in Liberia, and 
called for an end to the conflict 
that has caused 279.000 civilians 
to flee iheir homes. 

There can be no victors in the 
fighting, which only can bring 
greater suffering to Ae people of 
this West African nation.

“My government accordingly 
calls on" all parlies involved to 
avoid senseless violence, to for- 
give those at whose hands they 
have suffered, to co-operate with 
the United Nations, the Red 
Cross and other friends of 
Liberia in aiding the victims of 
the strife, and to resolve to make 
a greater effort together in 
peace.” 

His call came amid reports 
that the fighting, which died 
down last month following a Dec 
24 rebel incursion aimed at oust- 
ing President Samud Doe. has 
assumed ferocious proportions 


spociul inieniaiionally superv- 
ised zones for armed Contras 
inside Nicaragua. 

Ortega said on Friday he fully 
supported the agreement to 
begin disbanding the US-biacked 
Contra relwls. 

“As president of Nicaragua I 
fully support this accord. I 
believe it goes in the direction of 
achieving peace and eliminating 
ihe war &at has caused so much 
suffering, so much harm to the 
Nicaraguan people.” he told 
reporters at Managua airport 
where be met representatives of 
the church and the new govern- 
ment. 

“I am going to give inslruc- 
uonsimiT^iately to the Foreign 
Ministry and the Defence Minis- 
try to take steps to apply the 
iMter of this accord.” Onega told 
an aireort news conference. “It is 
possible that there won’t be a 
single armed Contra in 
Nicaragua on April 25th.” 

“We hope that this accord will 
be accepted and respected by all 
membm of the Contras who are 
in Nicaraguan territory and that 
we can save the Nicaraguan peo- 
ple from a bloodbath,” he said. 

Ortega said there were bet- 
ween 4,000 and 6.000 Contras 
tnsi^ Nicaragua preparing for a 
major military offensive for the 
days prior to the inauguration. 
The demobilization accord 


should pul an end to any plans 
Ibr un offensive, he said. 

The head of the Conlra 
negotiating team said that 1 2.000 
rebels living in base camps in 
Yamalcs. Hondura.s, would be 
returning home along with 
42.000 relatives. 

No Sandinista officials atten- 
ded Friday's talks. 

Under the plan, the Contras 
still remaining in camps inside 
Honduras would be disarmed 
under the supervision of the 
United Nations and the organ- 
isation of American States 
peacekeeping forces by April 20. 
five days before Chamorro lakes 
office. 

To resolve the problem of the 
Contras inside Nicaragua, the 
agreemenl calls for a ceasefire to 
be verified by Obando Y. Bravo 
and the UN and OAS peace- 
keeping groups. 

Contra leaders said the rebels 
would remain in the zones until 
the internal situation in 
Nicaragua allowed them to turn 
over their weapons and return to 
civilian life. 

In a statement that seemed lik- 
ely to anger Sandinista suppor- 
ters, the plan said the Chamorro 
govemmenl would provide 
humanitarian aid for theContras 
in “recognition of the patriotic 
work orthe Nicaraguan resis- 
tance.”

SA to ease multi-racial ban 


JOHANNbSBURG. March 24. 
(Reuter): The South .African 
government said yesterday it 
might ease ihe ban on multi- 
ruciul education in slate schools 
nexi year. 

Education Minister Piei Ciase 
told parliament that some 
whiies-only stale schools might 
be allowed to take in pupils of 
other races in spite of current 
apartheid (race segregation) 

rules. 

Bui he suggested these new 
pupils would have lo adapt lo the 
schools' type of instruction and 
traditions. 

He said that alternatively, 
schools which wanted to become 
completely multi-racial might be 
given some financial help to 
become private. 

In each case, around 90 per 
cent of parents would have lo 
give their approval and ebch 
school would ^ abel lo pick the 
pupils of other races it admiued. 
he said. 

At present South Africa's few 
exisling private schools are all- 
owed to admit pupils of all races, 
but rigid segregation in the slate 
sector had been a fundamental 
tenet of apartheid. 

The two tentative proposals, 
which have lo be extensively 
aired before they are adopted, 
drew praise from the liberal 
opposition but provoked anger 
from the extreme right. 

The liberal opposition 
Democratic Parly saw the 


proposed mow as a w:i(er>hcd 
which, if implemented. w»vu!d 
lake the country irrevocably 
aua> from apartheid. 

"It «;hows the (ruling) Natio- 
nal Party is able lo grow and 
progress." Demoeraiie parlia- 
menlunan Rupert Lorimer.siiid. 

But the ultra-right Con- 
servative Puny, the main white 
v^pposiiion. reacted with 
outrage. 

"This announeemeni has 

shocked South Africa,” Con- 
servative member of piirliamenl 
.Andrew Gerber declared. 

"We sjv the minister should 
resign because he had misled the 
voters. This is the penultimate 
step towards full integration in 
education.” Gerber added, call- 
ing on while parents to fight the 
measure. 

Clase.said heaimed to push the 
reforms through by the start of 
next year.

Meanwhile the director of the 
computer centre at Kuwait's 
Mixustry of Justice Mohammed 
Al-Roumi was quoted as saying 
that about (20,108) marriages 
were concluded in Kuwait in 
1989. 

The ofticial said in an 
interview that out of these 
(4,851) marriages were between 
Kuwaitis, in (1,050) marriages 
the husband was Kuwaiti and the 
wife was a foreigner, in 708 
marriages the wife was Kuwaiti 
and the husbanc^ was non- 
Kuwaiti and the remaining 
estimated at (3,499) marriages 
were among expatriates. 

He disclosed that out of these 
couples about 536 are working in 
the educational field. Mean- 
while, the official said that the 
juveniles cases in Kuwait were in 
excess attributing this phen- 
omenon toihe ab^ce of lamily 
control, and the lack of religious 
and educational awareness.

Arabian religious leader has taken over 
several rooms on the fifth floor of Univ ersity 
of Minnesota Hospital, where he is bein^ 
treated, according to a report publisheo 
Friday. 

The Minneapolis hospital released a 
statementThurs^yeveningexplainingthata 
foreign citizen received a kidney transplant 
from a "living related donor.” 

While the patient was not identified, “it 
undoubtedly is Imam Shariff Sheikh Dr 
Sbamsuldin Al Fassi. 62. who is chairman of 
the Alsouffi. a Muslim religious organisa- 
tion.” reported the St Paul Pioneer Press 
dispatch. 

Shamsuldin A( Kass: arrived from the Mid- 
dle East last Friday, the same day a hospital 
physician revealed that a closely guarded 
unnamed patient from the Middle East had 
been admitted for a kidney transplant, the 
newspaper reported. 


Details of the patient's visit were withheld ced'at other twin cities hotels for security 


fcrsecurity reasons because threats had been 
made on his life, the newspaper also said. 

“The transplant went well and both 
patients are in excellent condition,*' Dr John

Wheat cultivation vital for self-sufficiency in food 

Fish wealth being preserved 


THE wheal cultivation experiment in 
Kuwait presents a national aspira- 
tion and is a overwhelming response to 
the Amiri desire to launch various 
agricultural development projects, 
according to farmer'Abdul Wahhab Al 
Naqqi. 

In an interview with a local daily, 
Naq^i said that although wheat es- 
tivation in Kuwait is still to enter the 
"take off stage'* as compared to the 
other neighbouring countries such as 
Saudi Arabia and Iraq, the importance 
of reclaimed areas for the cultivation of 
this vital and strat^c material cannot 
be underestimated. It is a vital step in 
the march forward towards self-suf- 
ficiency in food resources. 

He expri»sed hope that the lands 
allocated for wheat cultivation will be 
inmeased in light of the readiness 
demonstrated by wheat farmers in 
Kuwait to enhance the output and 


achieve appreciable p^uction levels. 

Meanwhile, Naqqi confinned the 
importance of adopting irrigation sys- 
tem towards the development of wheat 
cultivation and conunented that this 
system had proved successful at his 
farm in Wafra. 

Naqqi who is an agronomist said 
that tissue cultivation process in 
Kuwait is comparatively in its for- 
mative stages and it will need several 
years to ascertain whether this 
experiment is viable or noL 

Paln» 

However, he confirmed the impor- 
tance of palm cultivation in Kuwait and 
pennted out that these types of trees are 
suitable to Kuwait’s climate and soil 
and economically speaking, it will be 
bener than any other type of trees. He 
said that this l^d ofagriculiure is uot 
new to Kuwait as it was well- known in 
the Arab arena in geriCTal since the old 


Speaking of thesupport extended by 
the Public Authority for Agriculture 
Affairs and Fish Resources. Naqqi said 
that the level of support has dropped 
from the time that the Industrial Bank 
of Kuwait was empowered to under- 
take the distribution of support in the 
form of agricultural credits which h^ 
been termed as the ‘'agricultural port- 
folio." The transfer of agricultural res- 
ponsibility from one body lo another 
had a negative impact on farmers, he 
said. 

Elucidating, be said that these 
negative aspects are reflected on far- 
tners through prolonged procedures 
adopted by the bank to decide whether 
the applicant is entitled to agricultural 
credit or not. 

Pillars 

On issues of priority in the aericul- 
tural sectors, he said that the flu cul- 
ture in Kuwait constitutes an impor- 


tant economic source that should be 
transferred to an agricullural industry 
10 be deemed as one of the counto''s 
economic pillars. 

Hesaid that he has begun just such an 
experiment at his farm at Wafra area 
and is looking forward to developing 
this culture in the future and hopes that 
he can be provided with adequate land 
for this purpose. 

Naqqi expressed his confidence in 
the Public Authority for Agriculture. 
.Affairs and Fish R^urces towards 
developing the agricultural sector and 
for upgrading the capabilities of the 
agricullural economic sector which 
constitutes an integral part of the 
state's policy. 

Meanwhile, director of the Fish 
Resources Control and acting deputy 
dinsetor of Fhb WeaJch Department, 
Dr Haidar Murad stressed that 
preparations by the authority in order 


to protect fish u«allh will geneniie 
positive results in the future. 

He further said that preparations 
have positively aifecied protection of 
fish resources from illegal fishing meth- 
ods. He added that rules and regula- 
tions issued during the past lowered (he 
number of fishing boats inside Kuwaiti 
waters in addition to a Special policy 
organising the professional sector 
which prompted the preservation of 
fish resources, which he said was price- 
less. 

Development 

Dr Murad indicated that the new 
directions on the development of fish 
wealth in the country includes establi- 
shing a multi-purpose port in order to 
ensure control over Kuwaiti waters. 
The authority has also established a 
Hsh farm to produce fish types com- 
monly demanded by residents. 


He added that the period indicated 
by the tenth Kuwait symposium organ- 
ic by Kuwait Institute for Scientific 
Research for shrimp fishing extends 
from May until the end of August of 
each season. He said that such recom- 
mendations are important for the 
preservation of fish wealth and 
development of reserves. 

Regarding consumption rates of fish 
in GCC stales. Dr Murad stated that 
according to a study, Kuwaitis con- 
sume the least amount of fish. The 
Study on consumption shows that a 
Kuwaiti individual consumers nearly 
5.9 kilogrammes of fish every three 
years, on the other hand the rate 
increases to 1 2.4 in Qatar, 9.9 in Saudi, 
ISJ in Bahrain and 18.8 kilogrammes 
in UAE. 

llie studies indicated that Kuwaiti 
waters have huge quantities of fish in 
addition to shrimp.

No price hikeduring 
Ramadan; Sawarej 


NO price increases in food stuffs 
will be permitted during the holy 
month of Ramadan, according 
to Saad Al Sawarej, chairman of 
Union of Co-opmtive Societies. 

The official said that no price 
increases will be considered dur- 
ing this auspicious occasion, but, 
commented that any request for 
a decrease will be promptly 
approved. He added that in a 
move designed lo ensure that 
prices remain staNe, the union in 
conjunction with co-operatives 
have begun importing Ramadmi 
commodities two months ago in 
quantities that are deemed suf- 
ficient to meet demand. 

Commenting on the increase 
in prices of some commodities at 
co-operative societies recently, 
Sawarej said that the union 
mainly concentrates on protect- 
ing prices of items that axe com- 
mo^y used during Ramadan. 
However, prices of some other 
commodities might be increased 
due to the change in prices of 
cuirendes or increase in fno^t 
costs or increase in prices on 


commodities from the pioint of 
origin. 

*1116 latter is aptly reflected in 
the prices of dairy products at the 
point of origin due to the govern- 
ments of these countries lifting 
the subsidies granted to owners 
of farms. These prices have 
increased by about 15 to 20 per 
cent, the official said and added 
that Kuwait is an open market 
diat imports every thing and con- 
sequently an inciease in price of 
dairy products at the co- 
operative is a natural phen- 
omenon. 

The official said that suj^- 
markets at co-operatives during 
the holy month of Ramadan will 
be from 8:<X) am to 5.30 pm and 
from 7.30 to 11 .30 pm. 

Meanwhil^ the deputy chair- 
man of the union, Tal^ Al Haim 
has annoimcexl that the union 
has set meafnires in motion to 
imsure stability of prices and to 
unify them at all co-operatives. 
The union has reached 
agreements With merchants and 
importers to maintain the levd of 


prices for a certain period that 
has been agreed upon with the 
price committee of the union. 

On diversifying the activities 
of the co-operative societies, 
Haim called on the Kuwait 
National Petroleum Company 
(KNPC) to study the feasibility 
of a proposal permitting co- 
operatives to manage some 
prtrol stations. He said that co- 
t^ratives are established with 
the basic of providing dif- 
ferent services to customers and 
myriad services are ofiered Iw co- 
operatives in other parts of the 
world. 

The official said that the union 
supports a proposal to merge 
some co-operatives to devel^ 
their services and believed that it 
is practi^ to merge small co- 
operatives which are in dose 
proximity with their larger coun- 
terparts. Such mergers will 
reduce the administrative bur- 
den, introduce modern equip- 
ment and basically provide more 
cost effective services to cus- 
tomers. 


Cancer itiay be linked 
to diet, says physician 

Change in eating patterns suggested

SCIENTIFIC research during 
the past two decades has shown 
specific and sigruficani correla- 
tions between diet and certain 
cancers, said Dr Mohamed 
AbdtiUa, professor of medicine 
at Univeraty of Lund, Sweden. 

Abdulla, who visited Kuwait 
last week to a proposal 

for carrying out a research study 
with Kuwait University's 
Faculty of Medicine on diet and 
cancer risk in the general popula- 
tion of Kuwait, added that it has 
been reported that about 30 per 
cent of all cancer deaths may be 
attributed to diet. 

"The quantity and quality of a 
normal diet may render an 
individual more susceptible to 
the carcinogen. The m<^ impor- 
tant dietary factors associated 
with cancer causation include 
fat. alcohol and nitrates. On the 
other band, fiber, certain 
vitamins such as A, C and E, and 
other trace elements such as zinc 
are thought to be beneficial 
nutrients m cancer prevention," 
Abdulla explained. 

He aoded that it has become 
dear that the difTerenees in the 
rate at which various c anc ers 
occur in diiTerent human popula- 
tions are often correlated with 
differences in the dicL “It has 
been ol^rved that diets high in 

fa t and low in fiber are associated 
with hi^ incidence of colorectal, 
pancreatic, breast, gyn- 
aecolo^cal and prosiatic can- 
cers. Also, a high alcohol intake 
together with very low or high 
fiber foods has been associated 
with a hi^ incidence of oral and 
pharyngrai cancers." 

"lliis is why the study we are 
proposing lo carry out with the

important to Kuwait I was told 
that the inddence of diabetes, 
hypertension and cancer has 
tnereas^ significantly during 
the last few decades in Kuwait, 
and that sdentistsin Kuwait gen- 
erally agree that the increased 
frequency of these diseases is in 
many ways related to the changes 
in eating patterns and lifestyles of 
Kuwaitis after the oil boom," 
Abdulla Slated. 

HabK» 

The study which, if approved, 
is expected to be executed m 4 to 5 
years, will outline the dietary 
habits of Kuwaiti and non- 
Kuwaiti populations, and quan- 
tify the specific carcinogens in 
these diets. 

"Such infonnatiod about eat- 
ing batets is essentia] in any effort 
to recommend certain changes in 
eating patterns. It makes me very 
sad to seechildren in Kuwait who 
are overweight and inactive. 
Something has to he done about 
that because it's in this early part 
of our lives that our control 
mechanisms are developed," 


Abdulla said explaining that can- 
cer could be caused by genetic as 
well as environmental fetors. 

"Today's youngsters are 
doing everything tl^ are not 
supposed to do. I remember 
when I was little 1 had to walk 5 
km in mud to school every day. J 
haven’t been sick one day of my 
life.” 

Abdulla said that cancer is not 
as dreadful as it sounds. "The 
problem with cancer is that we 
cannot always diagnose it early 
enough. Cancer shortens an 
individual's lifetime by 2 to 3 
year^ while heart disease shor- 
tens it by ten years," he added. 

He also said that cancer is 
closely related to a^ing. “If we 
live to be a hundred, there will be 
a fairly good chance that we'll 
devdopsome kind of cancer. We 
dl have the cells with potentid to 
become canceroells, but wh» we 
are young, they are depressed by 
immunity and other hereditary 
factors."

UN will resume

Influx to Palestine 


UNITED NATIONS. March 
24. I. Agencies j: Tlie Security 
Council will resume Tuesday its 
dciibeiralions on Soviet^Jewish 
immigration to Palestine, the 
UN announced yesterday. 

The last meeliDg occu-Ted on 
Maixh 15priortotheoul<:omeof 
the cabinet crisis in Israel. 

Since then. Arab diplomats 
have been lobbying hard to bring 
as many delegations as ^<^?ble 
to the council tableon this issue. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
Arab group during the last coun> 
cii meeting. AbduUafa Salah said 
il would Ite a "denial of justice** 
to allow the Jews to settle in the 
occupied territories for no other 
reason than that they were Jew*- 
ish. while the Palestinians were 
denied the right to settle in their 
homeland only because they 
were Arab. 

Kenneth Stein, director of the 
Middle East pro^znme at the 
Carter Presidential Centre in 
Atlanta, said he was surprised at 
the depth of resentment from 
Arabs about Jews from the 
Soviet Union coming to live in 
Israel. 

Stein said ofilcials in Jordan. 
Egypt and Syria "believe there is 
a conspiracy — that Moscow is 
providing the bodies and 
Washington is providing the 
money — and that the United 
States and Soviet Union are 


doing this inirmi> nally to hurt 
the Arabs." 

The Soviet national airline 
Aeroflot has closed dowm one of 
the main routes for Jews emigrat- 
ing to Israel halting ticket sales 
to Budapest, Soviet television 
reported yesterday. 

The decision followed a 
decision by Hungary's Malev 
Airline to stop flints of Soviet 
Jews to Tel Aviv via Budapat 
because ofthc threat of Falestin-. 
ian terrorist attacks, a move. 
Israri ofilcials denounced as a 
"classic example of terrorist 
blackmail." 

On Thursday. Malev also 
appe^ed to Aeroflot M stop 
bringing Jewish emigres into the 
coump*. 

Soviet television said Aeroflot 
would not sell tickets to 
emigrams wishing to travel to 
Budapest from Moscow. Lenin- 
grad and the Ukranian capital of 
Kiev, but would continue to 
transport businessmen and tour- 
ists. 

Malev will also continue to sell 
tickets to tourists. 

Some Soviet Jewish emigres 
who already had bought Malev 
tickets travelled to Malev's 
offices at Moscow's 
Sheremetyevo Airport. They 
said the airline refus^ to register 
any passengers who wani^ to 
to Israel. 



‘New situation’ develops over hostages’ fate 


BEIRUT. March 24, (AP): Sheikh Mo- 
baimned Hussein Fadlallah. Lebanon's 
most influential Shiite Muslim cleric, said 
yesterday a "new situation" has developed 
over the fate of Western hostages held by 
pro-Iranian factions. 

But Fadlallah. spiritual guide to the pro- 
Iranian Hezbollah, said be had no 
information about when any of the cap- 
tives might be freed. 

A terse statement released by his oflice 
quoted Fadlallah as saying when ask^ 
about tbepossibilityofahostagereJeasein 
a radio interview: "A new situation has 
emerged, but I don't know when, how or 
where." The statement did not elaborate. 


Fadlallah's remarks heightened 
speculation ttei there is movcmtnl in 
eflbrts to secure the release of 18 Wester- 
ners missing in Lebanon, most believed 
held by groups linked to Hezbollah. 

They are An^cans. four Britons, 
two West Germans, two Swiss, an Irish- 
man and an Italian. 

The longest held is Terry Anderson, 
chief Middle East correspondent for the 
Associated Press. He was kidnapped in 
Beirut March 1985. Several other cap- 

tives have been for almast as long. 

Banit's Ash-Shiraa wwkly said yester- 
day that Fadlallah had repli^ through an 
intennediaiy' to questions from former US 


president Jimmy Carter on the issue. 

Iisaid the questions dealt with the hos^ 
tages* whereabouts and the possibOfty of 
releising them, but the story pve no 
specific examples. . . 

Fadlallah said in a sermon Feb 23 that 
the issue of the Western captives was being 
exploited to distort Islam's image arc 
called fora humanitarian approach lo free 
them. 

His remarks echoed an earlier editorial 
in Iran's Eogtisb-Ianguage Tehran Times 
da*Jy. which often reflwts RafsanjanTs 
thinking. 

There have been repeated statements 
from liuriian and Lebanese officials in 


recent weeks that releases were possible. 
Editorials in Tehran newspap^ have 
fuelled the speculation that events «iere 
moving toward that end. 

But despite the fren^ of expectation, 
informed sources in Beirut and the Syrian 
capital of D^ascus. where ofTicials have 
bem involved in earlier releases, have 
reported no mdication that a hostage 
rnease is imminenL .

Jeru salem resolution 

Arab League 
criticises US 


WASHINGTON, March 24. 
(AP): The Arab League denoun- 
ced US Senate yesterday for a 

resolution stating that an 
undivided occupied Jerusalem 
should be recognised as the 
capital of Israel. 

The Senate unanimously 
adopted the resoluuon by voice 
vote late Thursday in «4iat was 
viewed as a swipe at President 
George Bush for saying Jews 
should not settle in occupied east 
Jerusalem, the section of the city 
seized by Israel in the 1967 
Mideast war. 

The Senate measure, which 
has no legal status and ^ply 
expressed the sense of the Senate, 
said senators acknowledge "that 
occupied Jerusalem isaod should 
remain the capital of the state of 
Israel." 

The resolution is a "shocking 
development that demonstrates 
an incomprehensible and reck- 
le^ defiance of international 
community, the Arab and 
Muslim worlds and the declared 
policy of the United States," said 
Arab League ambassador Clovis 
Maksoud. 

"This irresponsible resolution 
forfeits any serious or construc- 
tive role the US Senate can play 
in the search for a just peace in 
the Middle East." said Mak- 
soud. who represents the 22- 
member organisation. 

Occupied Jerusalem is revered 
by the Arab world as one of 
l&lam's holiest sitesand tbe right- 
0iJ capiia] of a Palestmian stale. 

The United States and -most 
other countries have not recogn- 
ised Jerusalem as the Israeli 
capital, maintaining ihciz embas- 
sies in Tel Aviv. 

US policy states that while 
oocupiM Jerusalem should not 
divided agmo. as it was until 
1967. the question of sovereignty 
over the holy city should be 
determined in Israeli-Arab 


negotiations. 

The Senate "strongly believes 
that occupied Jerusalem must 
remain an undivided city in 
which the rights of every ethnic 
reliaous groups are protected." 
the Senate measure states. 

Senator Patrick Moynihan 
s^ the resolution "represents a 
clear statement by the Senate 
that President Bush's statements 
on East Jerusalem were unwise 
and untimely." 

He said Bush's "ambiguous 
statements about the status of 
occupied Jerusalem" are not hel- 
pful to the peace process. 

Re^noing to criticism. Bush 
has aigued that he was merely 
stating existing policy when he 
made his remarks earlier this 
month. "Our efforts in the peace 
process are in no way designed to 
promote the division of occupied 
Jerusalem.*' Bush said in a letter 
to senator Rudy Boschwitz.

French experts find pyramid of unknown Pharaonic queen 


CAIRO. March 24. (UPl); French 
archaeologists have unearthed a prr/iously 
unknown pyramid estimated lo be 4.J00 years 
old in the Saqqara region west of Cairo, 
apparently belonging to a queen missing from 
ancient Egyptian history, according lo 
reports in Eg^tian newspaper to be publi- 
shed today. 

They said there were hopes the royal tomb 
had not been robbed, Zahi Haw^s, director /»f 
the Giza Antiquities Department, said yesier- 
dav. 

"The pyramid is 20 metres (yards) high and 
is located in the Saqqara region, near the great 
pyramids ofGiza. Hawassaid. 

Pyramids in Egypt were without exception 
the tombs of kings, and sometimes also of 
queens, from the third dynasty (about 2.750 
BC) to the eighteenth dynasty (about 1.600 
BC). 

Royal burial chamoers m pyramids are 


usually found deep down in subterranean 
rock, togeiherwitha numberofehambersand 
corridors. Robbers haveinthepast succeeded 
in removing the contents of most burial cham- 
bers. 

"So far. archaeologists have been unable to 
find the exact enirance to the pyramid." be 
said. 

".Archaeologists are trying to find it now. 
We think it is 10 metres (yards) underground, 
il is possible the tomb has not been robbed." 
he said. 

Huwas said the pyramid was found near a 
royal'tomb known to date back 4.300 years 
and to have belonged to King Bebe 1. who 
lived during the sixth dynasty. 

Archueolocists discovered two other 
pyramids in the same region two ye-ars ago. 
"We think these pyramids belong to three 
dillerent ancient Egyptian queens." Hawas 
?ia]'d 


Turkey alert for 
Kurdish violence 

ANKARA. March 24. (Reuter): Turkey is on alert for increased 
Kurdish separatist violence after the most cosUy start to any year since 
fighting erupted in mid- 1984. 

"This is a critical year for thePKK (Kurdish Workers Party) thenar 
is going to be very active for them." an oITidal Turkish sources said 
yesterday. 

"They failed in 1989 to achieve their long-stated aim offonning a 
liberated area in Turkey. Now they feel they have to do sometlung to 
gain the upper hand." 

It is also concerned that the PKK may be forging links with Turkish 
leftists to hdp widen operations at present confined to a mountainous 
southeastern region almut half the nze ofltaly. 

A total of 78 rebels, troops and civilians have'been reported killed 
sinceJanuary 1, compared with only 16in the first threemonlhsoflast 
year. 

Some Ankara-based diplomats believe pro-Kurdish sentiment, 
including university demonstrations, will grow unless the govenwieni 
liberalises some of its policies towards Kurds. 

"There is increasing popular resentment," an Asian diplomat «tid. 
"Pro-Kurdish demonsuatioas will expand unle» something is done. 
The government fears events might get out of hand." 

Turk^. which has the second biggest anned forces in Naio, does not 
re^ud its estimated 10 million Kurds — about one-in-flve of the 
country's population — as a minority. 

The PKK claims southeastern Turkey as pan of an ancient Kurdish 
homeland stretching into Iran. Iraq and Syria. 

Troops, backed cy tanks, impom a 36-hour curfew in the border 
town of Cizre last week after at least four people were lolled by gunfire 
duriM a Kurdish demonstration. 

Of^ials said the fzrsr shots came from rebels with long-ran^ rifles 
and that troops returned the Are. 

Thirteen rebels, who the sources said had planned to pave the wray for 
a furti^ 400 PKK fighters to enter Turkey, were kiOra a week earlier 
near the Sj'rian border. The PKK responded by gunning down nitre 
civilian workers last Wednesday. 

More than 40 Turkish Kur^ were arrested after they occupied a 
Turkish airlines office in central London yesterday and threatened to 
set fire to the building, police said. 


French archaeologists w*orking on the site 
said they were not sure when the entrance to 
the burial chamber might be found.

Recent tests in West' Germany 
have revealed that a number of archaeologists 
who died shoniv after entering the burial 
chambers of pyramids were not killed by the 
'KKralled Pharaoh'seurse. but by thespores of 
a deudlv fungus which lay donnant for 
thousand of years.

Drummer Roy Haynes: the modern touch rediscovered

boston, (UPI); RoyHaynes.apioneer 
of modern jazz dnunining, is tired of 
hearing his name and his career talked 
about in the past tense. 

But after 45 productive years in music, 
he laughs about that irony and its flip 
side: some listeners are just discovering 
him. Some even Uiink he’s a neu'cotner 
on the scene, a misl^e not likely from 
any serious jazz listener. 

White Haynes has influenced several 
gooerations of modem drummers, he has 
toited in relative ob^urity comptued to 
higher profile players of his own post- 
war generation. 

Oiigioals 

"People always want to dwell on what 
we did in the past. What are we doing 
now? What can 1 still do now? That’s 
what is important,’’ Haynes says. “I love 
to play, and J was ^arlie Parker's 
favounte druminer. These are the things 
the world should know.” 

Haynes, who kept time for Miles 


Davis. Bird. Sarah Vaughan. Stan Getz, 
John Coitrane, Eric Oolphy, Thelonious 
Monk and Gary Burton at diflerent 
points in his career, has just recorded 
with guitar whiz Pat Metheny. 

Fearless Conversations, due out in 
May under Metheny’s name, is a trio 
session with Haynes and player 
Dave Holland, with the exception of the 
jas chestnut Old Friends, all of the songs 
are originals. The session was inspired by 
some jamming Metheny and Haynes did 
at Ryles, a Cambridge. Massachusetts, 
club the guitarist frequents. 

"It sounds like a hve gig. We just did 
it.” Haynes says. "It is great that Pat 
wanted to get involved with some of the 
things wedid before. Somepeopleare too 
busy doing their own thing.’' 

Haynes’ light touch is his hallmark. He 
is a drummer who celebrates the melodi- 
cism in a song with tasteful accents. 

In Edition to studio work, he has his 
own quartet The current band includes 
pianist David Kikosld. bassist James 
Genus and either Craig Handy or Ralph 
Moore on tenor sax. 


"In a big band, the drummer has to 
generate the power. In a little band, you 
can say magically. You’re in demand, but 
not as much in the rhytlun rote,” Haynes 
says. 

Listen to four of the finest jazz record- 
ings ever made: volume one of The Com- 
plete Sarah Vaughan on Mercury. Getz' 
brilliant 1962 Focus album (Verve) and. 
Chick Corea’s Now He Sings. Sow He 
50Ar(Padnc Ja 2 £)or Theolmuous Monk: 
Live .4t The Five Spot. rMitestone). 
Haynes is right in the thick of things. 

Creathity 

"I think Roy is one of the greatest 
drummers who ever lived," says jazz 
producer and pianist George Wein. "I've 
played with a lot and listened to a lot. 
Roy has a touch and creativity that very 
few can match.” 

Boro in Boston on March 13, 1926 
Haynes worked the Boston jazz scene as 
a teenager with Felix Barbosa. Frankie 
Newton and Sabby Lewis. In the summer 
of 1945, a spiecial delivery letter sum- 
moned him to New York to join Luis 
Russell’s 17-pieoe band at the Savoy 


ballroom. Haynes was paid S 1 25 a week 
and stayed two years. 

In late 1947, he joined saxophonist 
Lester Young's quartet for a two-year 
tour. Haynes roosted at Birdland in 1949 
as house drummer, until Max Roach 
recommended him to Charlie Parker. He 
played with Bird for a year. 

From 1 9S3 to 1958, a period in which 
drummers Roach, Art Blakey and Philly 
Jo Jones had their own high-profile 
bands. Haynes worked almost 
exclusively with Vaughan. 

"I may have had the sensitivity of 
accompanying a singer, but she made me 
really ^t down. There are musicians who 
can't play slow and keep the interest,” 
Haynes says. 

Eiyoyed 

"Just hearing hCT, especially back in 
that period, she sounded like Charlie 
Parker or Bud Powell. It was never stiff. 
We never had to play the same thing. She 
was always ad libbing. I enjoyed every 
moment of it” 

Haynes was Coltrane's favourite sub- 
stitute when Elvin Jones was unavail- 


able. Tony Williams credits him with 
introducing the triplet feel on drums that 
Jones developed further. 

"Back in the old days, some guys had 
only one cymbal, and one or two tom- 
toms. But they could get so much out of 
it." Haynes says. “1 always tried to say as 
much as I could with as little as 1 had. 

"Most of today's young drummers all 
sound alike. There is more copying going 
on now than ever. Some are better 
musicians, because they have bad more 
of a chance to study, and they are brigh- 
ter. But 1 don't know if they really know 
what to do with all that bri^tness.” 

On a recent trip to Europe, a fan came 
up to Haynes and told him he was 
famous. A household word. 

“I said i didn't think so. But the fact 
that people know something about me, 
and love me without having been spon- 
sored by a record company promotion 
makes me feel good. It has all happened 
naturally,” Haynes says. 

“That isa great reward to me, even if it 
doesn't sell millions of records. But who 
knows, there is still some time left.’' 


New York Academy of Art 

A pragmatic approach to art

NEW YORK (WNL): Anatomy classes, a pr^ 
ctse study of the ^eleton, muscles, fat and skin 
are all piA of the course. A medical school? No, 
this is the New Yoik Academy of Art. 

"When a studeot leaves this school, he or she 
knows the name of each bone and muscle, and 
its shape, and h»a hill understanding ofhow it 
works." explains the director of stumes at the 
academy, Belgian-bom Xavier de Callatay. 

The school is one ofa kind in the West in that 
it focuses on the study of how to draw, pahii and ' 
sculpt the human body. Contrary to most other 
art schools in which students are often left to 
themselves to develop their own style under the 
guidance of teachers, the academy, located on 
LafayeRe Street in lower Manhattan, offers a 
v^ structured environment. “We have a very 
snentifle approach, it is a practical, hands-on 
teaching situation,'* de Callatay explains. 

The point is definitely not to explore 
oeativi^ in a disorderly manner. When it 
opened seven years 9m, attracting students 
firmn many countries, uie school drew its ins- 
piration from the Renaissance, the great cul- 
tural movement that swq>t from Italy to the rest 
of Western Europe in the ISth and I6tb cen- 
turies. It was a period of great change when 
ardsts. writers, thinkers arid architects threw off 
the feudal values of the Middle Ages to bring 
about a revival of thearts and science, following 
in the footsteps ofthe Gredcs and the Romans. 

The Renaissance (literally “rebirth" in 
French) saw iravdkrs setting oftTw explore new. 
dcnitinaitsr'the' 'ihvendohVf the printing puss 
and a whole new approach to saence. rriigion 
and ardiitecture. 

This w'as also a time of new thinking: Intdlec- 
nials calUng themselves “humanists^ tried to 
break the sbacUcs of reUipous orthodoxy to

in^te a new confidence fa;man's abiUties-td 
think and crcaie. This had a proround effect on 
all 'art foiins. The ftaVpaintfngs of the Middle 
Ages suddenly became three-dimensional 
under the peni^ and brushes of masters like 
BoiicelU, Michael Angelo and Leonardo da 
Vinci, 

The founders of the New York Academy say 


they have leiucpcd to the vdues of the Renais- 
sance and its precirion in depiotiog the human . 
form: rej^ag the unbridled liberalism that 
spr^ through most an schools in the 1960s. 
For the 78 graduate students currently enrolled 
at the academy, the first hours of classes arc 
oftena lesson in humility. They Rnd that what is 
important is not aesthetics but technique, start- 


ing with a rigorous and thsdplined study of 
anatomy ihrou^ geometry. 

The spirit of the Renaissance is ever-present. 
Says dc Callatay with enthusiasm: “I think that 
today, man isg^ually fegaininga central role. 
Until recently, there was a certain lack of con- 
fidctice in the human mind, but 1 think that the 
studenis here have reacted against this throu^ 
cheirworiL" 

One of the academy’s priorities is to teach 
how to draw. Ahbou^ the studeots are all art 
schools graduates in their late 20s or early 30s, 
tbeystSlnavealottokaniaiKlthehuinan body 
comesfint,accordiiigtodirBctorGregoryHed- 
beig. "Once you can master the structure of the 
human body and can convey that oo a piece of 
paper, landsc^ies and things like that are terri- 
^ easy," he says. 

Tfainiog can be gruding. The 40 hours of 
class and strict daily discipline leave the 
students little time to think about their own 
style. Most students, like Soviet-bom Svetlana 
O'Malley, don't complain: “I don’t feel Hmiced, 
1 don’t fed as though 1 am losmg my creativity. 
True, it is restrictive and demanmng, but I think 
itisiieoess^togoihroiigfathisto undarstand 
humanity in geneiaL 1 am more interested in 
peopte t^n in an abstract understanding of 
what people are." O'MaB^ emigrated from the 
USSR in 1972. 

Students have come from far away to learn. 
They represent 12 U.S. states, but also Chiaa, 
Aigrotina, Vietnam, Gennany,-Norway. Saudi 
Arabia, Canada, the Phiiipphics andlionand. 
Now an cdfidally recognised institution, the 
academy issues Master’s d^rees. Normal tui- 
tion averages $7,S00 a year, but the school 
awards a few scbolardups each year to exc^ 
tionally gifted students who could not otherwise 
afford to come.

A true allergic 
ina^ooo^rs when a person’s immune Sjntem reacts to a 
subst«ncg It's useful to roow whether the reaction is a true 
allergy, because proptf treatmoit of a severe reaction is 
important It's ato critical to treat probtems that can be 
innrreeUy dioniwH as an“aUergy. 

nia^ Qgis of an allergy myolves predse testing, as well 
as cooperation between patient and i^sidan so that the 
problem can be sorted out and identilnd. You consume 
of possible allergeiu (substances that can create 
aUeigic reactions), and pinpointing the one that is causing 
your problem isn’t easy. Unpleasant reactions to foods or 
other substances can create a confusuig picture of symp- 
toms, often Jeadihg patkat and physidao down the wro^ 
tnek. The "obvious" allergy is sometimes not the culprit 
at all. Keeping a diaiT that lists all foods eaten, and the 
types of symptwns can be most useful in discovering tiw 
real problem. 

Redons CO prepared foods eaten at home or foods 
eaten in a restaurant can be hard lopinpoint because of the 
variety of ingredients they contain. Although food lab^ 
highas come a long way, qKciilc ^Hces are often not listed. 
Companies will oftro share a list of their ingredients.

Foods that are most often the culprits in true allergic 
reactions in adults are peanuts, tree nuts, milk, eggs, 
shrimp,lobster, crab, crayfish, whiteflsb, and sesame 
seeds. Children most commonly have allei|ac reactions to 
eggs, peanuts, milk, fish, soybeans and wheat. 

“Food allergies*' are convenient, but sometimes slop- 
pily us^ terms to describe a larw variety of symptoms, 
and a rather convincing case can Be made tiiat ton are the 
only cause of many problems. A thorough, eareiid inves- 
tigation,-bowever, may show that there is oo altetgy, and 
that thm is another important condition or cause that 
should be treated. 

(Jnestion: As a phannacisu I'm at times bewildered by the 
use of the term “disease" as it applies to malfunctions of 
the body organs. Growing up in the '20s and ‘30s, as 1 recall 
it, disease were infections, not malfunctions or deteriora- 
tions of an organ. Do you grasp the point I'm trying to 
make? Please explain. 

Answer; I consiilied three dictionaries in my search for 
rour ansnvr, Stedman’s Medical Dictionary, Webster’s 
Deluxe Unabridged, and my battered copy of Doriand’s 
Dlustraied Medial Dictionary. Webster s^ it mosi sim- 
ply “any departure from health: illness in general" or “a 
particular dratructive process in the body with a spedflc 
cause and characteristic symptoms." Both medical dic- 
tionaries accept any “deviation from,” “inierrwiion of' 
or “preversion" df normal function, as a definition of 
disease. It would seem that “infection’' is just one of many 
disease processes.

KUMAMTO, Japan, (Reuters): 
Rjkio Yamaguchi says it’s almost 
impossible for farmers like him to 
End wives in the remote, mountain- 
ous prefecture of Kumamoto in 
southern Japan. 

“I somehow understand why city 
girl^ with enough money to buy 
Italian clotbes and travel abroad 
twice a year, wouldn't be interested in 
Uving as a farmer's wife here," the42- 
year-old badieior says. 

In the depth of tbe harsh Japanese 
countryside, any woman contM- 
plating marryii^ a farmer might 
recall the old saying: "Three yean of 
tears, ten years of endurance." 

“Yes, It is hard," says Yomiko 
Yunoue, 35, recalling her first year as 
a bride in this remote village, where 

E eople make a 

ving growing rice and vegetables 
and making silk. 

“Every grain of rice, all the vegeta- 
bles. even tbe fish on the table ended 
up looking to me like those weird 
silkworms." she says. “After hours 
of working with boxes of sUkworms 
in our but, I really couldn’t eat any- 
thing." 

Before she got married, Yunoue 
was an office worker and knew noth- 
ing of fanning. 

“I was always ayii^ from loneli- 
ness,” says 38-yeai^old Kayoko 
Mori ta, proudly nibbliim some of the 
home-tniadepidtles she nought over 
to share with her nagfabours. "My 
mother-in-law scolded me for not 
doing tbe ri^t things as a faimer’s 
wife.” 

Yunoue and Morita often get 
together with other women to chat 
over a cup of green tea and grab a 
brief respite from caring for their 
children, working in the fidds or 
doing households chores. The village 
has no restaurants or cafes. 

Yunoue says proudly she now 


dares to pick up worms with her bare 
hands. Morita knows bow to stroke 
up a fire so as best to cook tbe huge 
amount of rice needed for tbe village 
festivaL 

Their mother-in-law now let them 
hold the family purse and manage the 
housebold 

But despite moving up in tbe stric- 
tly ordered hierarchy of seniority, 
these women have other worries m 
thw male-dominated society . 

“What if my husband should die 
now? ... all properties still belong to 
his retired father, 1 am not eligible for 
any money or insurance,’’ Morita 
si^. 

In Japan, proper^ are inherited 
equally by the surviving spouse and 
the chDdiro. But in the three- ^ncra- 
tion famiOes still common in ^ 
countryside, the wife of a son is 
exclud^ even if she is tbe family's 
chief source of labour. 

"And if we become old. only my 
husband is eligible for the govem- 
menl pension fund for farmers. I 
can’t ^ asingledamn yen. 'Morita’s 
deqdy tanneH face clouds over when 
she tatlfg of tbe future. 

Japanese fanners are eligible for 
pensions only if they own more than 
five ares (0.1 25 acres) of land. It is 
almost always the husband who 
owns tbe farm and his wife cannot 
become a co-owner. 

That contrasts with towns and 
cities wh^ thanks to legal reforms, 
more and more women are improv- 
ing their sodal and economic posi- 
tion. 

Last year, village in Kumamoto 
invit^ several young women from 
the PhOlippines and arranged dates 
with tbe village's young men but tbe 
experiment failed. A farm co- 
operative officer said the iniipinas 
were horrified at iiaditioiial ways 
such as the absolute respect a wife 
must give to her husband's parents. 

Brides must take over every house- 
hold chore ^ cooking, deamiig, dis- 
hwashing — as soon as they enter the 
family. "I stiU can’t ask my husband 
to come and lielp in the kitchen in the 
presence of his Taiber and moz^," 
Meuita said. “Men arenot allowed to 
enter there, even my sons." 

So are they trying lo change tbines 
for the beti^ “We are dixeusning it 
now," Morita said. “But you know 
bow rigid this socie^ is .... I look on 
the br^t side. I remember harvest 
time when my joys are renewed , and 
then I think 1 made the right choice in 
marrying a fanner.”

Thatcher faces 
mid-term crisis 

LONDON, (Reuter): The humiliating by-efection loss of a *‘s^e** 
Conservati ve seat on Friday deepens a mid-term crisis for British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatch and will raise fresh questions over her 
leadership. 

Opposition Labour Party leader Neil Kinnock, predicting be would 
be the next prime minister, called the r^ult in the cenind English 
constituency of Mid-Staffordshire “a turning point — not for us, but 
for the Tory (Conservative) Party.*' 

“They are going lo have to make up their irtinds how quickly they get 
rid of Thatcher. The sooner she goes the better,” be said. 

Predicted 

Even before Friday's result Conservative rebels predicted chat she 
would face a leadership challenge later this year. 

A bid by Thatcher loyalists to make a challenge more difficult was 
only margin^ly successful when a party committee ruled on Thursday 
that a challenger's proposer and seconder must also be declared and not 
be allowed to keep their nam« secret. 

Thatcher has until mid-1992 to call a general election and she has 
suffered mid-term blues during her two previous terms in office. But the 
nature and extent of t^ government's cunent problems make an 
upturn in its fortunes particularly difflculL 
Traditional Conservative gra^oots support has been eroded by 
high intererst rates aimed at choking inflation and an unpopular new 
“poll tax” to fund local services. 

Thatcher aides said she was disappointed by the by-election result 
but saw it as a protest vote against the new tax. 

Dominated 

The poll tax issue dominated the Mid-Staffordshire vote, where a 
Conservative majority of 14,500 in 1 987 was turned into a Labour lead 
of 9,500 — the biggest electoral reversal in 50 years. 

“She is confident the government will win back the seat at the next 
election arid does not believe the result represents a sea-change in 
politics.” one aide said. 

But Labour said the result was more than a referendum on the poll 
tax. “The historic message that will go from this by-election across the 
Western world will be that the dark age of Thatcherism is drawing to a 
close, “triumphant Labour candidate Sylvia Heal said. 

A compilation of four leading opinion polls showed Labour stretch- 
ingits lead to 21 points — an increase of seven points in two weeks. 

The BBC Television “Poll of Polls” put Labour's national standing 
at 51 per cent a^nsl 30 per cent for the Conservatives, the govern- 
ment's lowest ratingsince the 1987 election. 

DlssatlsfaeUon 

Dissatisfaction with Thatcher's leadership rose three points to 66 per 
cent, while her satisfaction rating dropped by the same amount to an 
all-time “Poll of Polls” low of 26 percent 
Home-owners, the most solid of Conserv'aiive supponers, are bdng 
particularly hurt by high interest rates. The government has doubled 
rates to 1 5 per cent over the past 1 8 months and has forecast th^ wfll 
su^high for the foreseeable future. 

The poll lax, a levy on all adults lo fund local services instead of 
property taxes, comes into forces on Apr I in England and Wales and is 
so reviled that Thatcher efligies have been burned in a wave of protest 
demonstrations. 


Albanians plagued 
by mystery illness 


BELGRADE, (Reuter): Ten people 
were injured in clashes in 
Yogoslavia’s Rosovo province on 
Friday afler hundreds of ethnic 
Albaiuans reported sick with a mys- 
tery illness for the second successive 
day. Radio Belgrade said. 

“The situation is dramatic in 
several towns,” it said, adding that a . 
total of40 people had been hurt since 
liiursday. 

Ethnic Albanians attacked min- 
ority Serbs and Montenegrins in sut 
towns, beating up at least 10. One 
person was stAbra on Friday and a 
person stabbed in thechest on Thurs- 
day was in a critical conation, the 
ra&os^. 

The clashes, which begu after 
more than 400 ethnic Albuiian chil- 
dren complained of nausea, stomach 
cramps and breathing problems on 
Ihur^y, raised tears of a new wave 
of the ethdc violence that has killed 
28 people in Kosovo this year. 

Victims 

The Albaiuans said the children 
were victims of a mass chemical 
poisoning. No other ethnic group 


has been hit. 

On Thursday , ethnic Albanians 
chanting “you poisonol our chil- 
dren” stonnea the local Communist 
Party and police headquarters in the 
town of Podujevo, broke into a 
houses and stoned cars, and hdted a 
train to molest passengers. 

Belgrade Radio reported new da- 
shes in Vuritm, KU^ Urosevac, 
Pec, Prizren and Malisevo a^ said 
the injured induded two Seiirian 
policemen. Serbs, v?sUy outnum- 
bered by ethnic Albanians, were stay- 
ing at home and arming tbemsdves.

An E.Geraian’s vision of on e Germany 

Contributing contrasts for unity

BERLIN, West Germany, (WNL): Konrad Weiss 
has a vision for a united Germany: a nation which 
can live is peace with its nei^bours and lo wthicih 
both and West Germany can contribute the 
contrasting lessons of their 40 years' history. 

“There is in our German history much that is 
impor tan t not only for Gennany but also for 
Europe,” Weiss says. “But there is ^so much that is 
very painfiil for the vriiole world. We cannot con- 
tinue only with the one while forgetting the other. 
We must live witii both. We must woric for a healthy 
German national identity in a European context, 
with responsibility for the whole wrorid.” 

In pursuit of (his ideal Wdss has given up his 
career as a maker of children's films to become oiie 
of the leading vmces in East Germany's opporiUon 
movemeoL He is one of a rare breed of poiiticums 
who appears to be genuinely motivated by a hi^ 
sense of moi^ responsibility, not by desire for 
political power. 

Weiss belongs to that group of intellectuals, art- 
ists and Christians whose persistent, principled res- 
istance to the old Stalinist regime was one of the 
ipftj n factors whidi led to East Germany's popular 
revolution last autumn. In September Weiss foun- 
ded “Democracy Now,” one of the first of the 
opposition movements to emerge from the undep 
ground a^ call openly for political, dOTOcratic 
change. One month later the old communist leader- 
ship was tottering under the pressure of mass 
popular demoastrationsi two months later the 
Berlin Wall had fallen, and the political map of 
Europe bad been transformed. 

Change 

”\^th this sudden radical change,” Wdss says, 
“it simply happened that most of us political 
amateurs who sat down together in Septembv have 
now entered the political landscape and, circum- 
stances permitting, some of us wtU asstose political 
responsibility in I^liament, and even in the govern- 
ment after tHe dections on March 1 8.” 

“These “amateurs” belong to the second genera- 
tion of the German Oemodratic Republic (GDR) 
born during World War U, who entered school 
while their fathers were busy founding the socialist 
German state in 1949. “I bdong to the 1968 genera- 
tion,” says Wdss, a father of two daughters ajra now 
a grandfather. “Ours was a revolution of grandfath- 
ers and graodiuotbers for thdr children. I hope I 
belong to the generation that has not only brou^t 
about an end, but that can also make a new ban- 
ning.” 

Although Weiss and his coUagues describe them- 
selves as political amateurs, tb^ have little respKt 
for the professionals who' piled thdr trade in 
collaboration with the old regime and are now 
trying hard to adapt to the new democratic spirit in 
the dection campaign These include not only the 
communists, but a^ members of the old “block 
parties” who played ball with tbetotalitarian re^e 
to give the Parliament a semblance of political 
plurality. 

Says Wdss: “None of the members of thme 
parties which had reqponsil^ty for the country and 
led the country into its crisis has the ri^t today to 
daim political reiq^sibility for bimsm. One can- 
not with the toudi of the hand discard 44 years of the 
evilest htslory and aa as thou^ it had never hap- 
pened.” 

It is understandable that men like Wdss should 
disrust collaborators. Wdss, for example, sufTered 
persistent harassment from the secret poUce on 
account of his acti^ties in the Giristian church, his 
close relations to dissidents and refonners in ocher 
East bloc countries — particularly Poland — and bis 
refusal to conform to the authoritarian system. Bui 
today the much weakened Communist Party 
presents only a sli^t threat to Wdss' political vision 
for Germany. In Tact men like the refomiiDg com- 
munist Prime Minister Hans Modrow now share 
many of Weiss' aspirations, particulariy in regard to 
the key qoestion of German unity. 

What now threatens to shatter the dreams of the 
“amateur politidans” are the rising tide of unres- 
trained German nationalism in East Gennany and 
attempts of the conservative West German govern- 
ment, under Chancellor Helmut Kohl, to use this to 
annex the GDR to West Germany as quickly as 
posdble. Says. Wdss: “I regard the present massive 
interference of the West Genaan parties and gover- 
ximent in our political landscape as a i^umptioo, a 
lack of poUti^ culture.” He sees what be caUs the 
invasion of the West German cunenof and of Wes- 
tern political and economic models as endangering

When we were learning the gtme, 
we were told there are some things 
you “never** do. As we grew older, 
we found that adiat you should do is 
remove the use of the words “nev- 
er" and **ahvays*’ from your bridge 
vocabulary. 

North’s double of one spade was 
“negative,” i.e, a takeout for the 
unbid suits. With interest in one 
suit,* and only one, and dght tricks 
in hand, the vulnerable game was a 
reasonable shot and South took it. 

West led the king of spades. East 


overtook with the ace and returned 
a spade, West cashed a third spade 
trick to complete the defensive 
book. On this trick East discarded a 
low diamond. West shifted to ihe 
queen of clubs and, when trumps 
were no worse than 3-2, declarer 
had the rest of the tricks. 

East would have done better to 
discard a low club rather than a 
diamond, to deny any interest in 
that suit, but West must shoulder 
the blame for not defeating the 
hand. Since South had not preempt- 
ed at his opening turn, and bid 
stron gly later, it was naive of West 
to think his panner might have the 
ace of clubs. 

With the king of diamonds in 
front of dummy’s ace-queen. West 
should have realized the defenders 
had no more tricks coining to them 
in the plain suits. If the contract 
could be defeated, the setting trick 
would have to come from the trump 
suit. 

The only hope was that East held 
the ten of hearts and it could be used 
to uppercut declarer. West should 
have continued with a fourth round 
of spades and East can complete a 
winning defense by ruffing with the 
ten. That forces declarer to overuff 
with an honor and the jack of 
trumps is promoted to the setting 
trick.

Human rights: too often the words remain empty

BAGUIO CITY, The Philip- 
pines (WNL):.The dictator is not 
only gone, but dead. A new con- 
stitutimi h^ been written and 
democratic institutions have 
been restored. The tide seems to 
have turned in the Philippine 
government's favour in tte 20- 

year-old war againstcommunist- 

led insurgents. But in spite of it 
all, the h ^Iman rights issue won't 
go away. 

Latdy it has become a heavy 
liability for the government of 
Presidrat Corazon C. Aquino. 
When she travelled to North 
America this past November to 
drum up su{^>ort for her coun- 
try's struggling economy, 
Aquino found herself face to face 
with placard-waving crowds 
demanding explanations for 
what many feel is a deteriorating 
human rights rituation hi the 
Fhilippnies. 

The protesters were armed 
with reports and statistics. They 
hwH nam^ of victizos and names 
of alleged perpetrators. And they 
had quesuons. Why has not a 
siagle person been convicted ofa 
majnr human rights offease7 
Why is there still torture in 
PhfZippme jatls? Why do govern- 
ment critics continue to bebara^ 
sed, arrested, IdUed? And what, if 
anything, is being done about it? 

Aquino's answer was that the 
issue that has blown out of 
proportion by extremist group 
on the left and the right The 
government has well-established 
mechanisms forcheclting abuses, 
she explained, and it is sincere 
and diligent in its efforts. 

Pablito Sanidad is not convin- 
ced. Sanitted, 45, whose father 
and brother were imprisoned by 
the late dictator, prerident Fer- 
dinand Marcos, is national 
chairman of the Free Legal Ass- 
istance Group (FLAG), an 
influential organisation group- 
ing human rights lawyers that 
was founded during Marcos* 
regime of martial law. "On 
paper, this country is a human 
ri^ts paradise," Sanidad says, 
sitting in his cluttered office in 
this mountain city 200 
kilometres north of Manila. "We 
have a government that has rig- 
ned ahnost all the iateroadoail 


convenants in the field of human 
rights. We have better pro vi ri ons 
in our BiU of Rights than in the 
Bill oflU^ts of & United States 
Constitution." 

‘'But it's only wonts. If we. 
could see that these words were 
being earaestiy translated into 
action, then we could buy it, and 
we cot^ even support iL But the 
truth is, the Aetoric is not sup- 
ported by action — even at the 
upper levels." 

Aquino, whose husband was 
imprison^ and killed while 
Mar^ was in power, has been 
stung by alle^tions that the 
h uman rights situation has not 
improved her administra- 
tion. But Sanidad, who has been 
doing h itman rights work since 
the nriy 1 970s, says that most of 
the problems that existed under 
Marcos still eariri today. 

According to Sanidad, the 
si tuation is especially difficult for 
lawyers who donate their 
services to people accused of 
being rebels or rebel sympatii- 
isers. “Once you defend p^ple 
who are considered national 
security offend^ who are su^ 
ected of having conunittra 
crimes a^ost the state, then 
according to the military you are 
also a partici|Muit — you share 
the pobtics Of your climts. That 
is not the case as far as lawyers 
^concerned, just itwouldn'tbe 
the case with doctors or other 
professionals," be notes. 

■<ani‘rfarf denies charges that 
human ri^ts advocates are 
motivated a desire to umte- 
uune the government. At least in 
the case oflawyera, it simply isn't 
true, he says. In fact, about half 
of FLAG’S 300 members hold 
itions. 


Yet be admits that his early 
human rights work was politicali 
he was committed to doing what 
he could to remove Marcos. He 
ted a boycott a^nst rigged 
nationai elections in 1976. and 
ran for the position of vice gover- 
nor in his home province — 
against a Marcos crony — and 
won. 

When Marcos wu finally ous- 
ted in 1986. Saiuda^ like most 
human rights activists, was 
elated. Heaoceptedan iovitatioo 
to join the Aquino government 
as deputy labour minister, but 



forced to flee their homes as the 
te^ of violence.

mflitazy or civilian leadershy in 
Manila too rarely reach the 
xegioiial or local levd^ Sani d ad 
«cptain«_ His mq^ericnce has 
Aawn tiiat when a jnovincial 
nuhtaiy actually 

cares ao^ hiaaaa li^ts, the 

rituation in his area can improre 
dramatically. That proves that it 

is pomible to oontnn abuses. But

■Mt Banahaw is a globally- 
. known mystical mountain in 
Quezon Province with an eleva- 
lK)D' of- 7, 100 feeL One can go 
there via the town of Dolores 
which is about one-and-a-half 
hour’s drive from Makati. 
Besides the rdipous sects and 
colts headed by priestesses which 
were founded as early as the 
T8M’s, tfam have been mys> 
terious stories and legends about 
this sacred mountain which have 
become her main attraction. 

My memory of my first trek to 
Mt Banahaw has bera very hazy. 
I remember goiim there in 1975 
mth a group of friends led by a 
psyc^ heal» called Martha. 
During that time, 1 hardly knew 
what “psydiic” meant. 1 lemem- 
. ber enjoying a hearty lunch on a 
make-shift table, saying 
*‘ssaairaapp’' while eating with 
our hands, taking a fanch of sar- 
dines 'from a- can and scooping 
rice from a banana leaf ’^ble- 
doth.** I Temember g oing along 
the-'stohy muddy path up the 
motintain (which 1 transferred to 
. Bie^dewwaifet . Come to think of 
it,' I pever really ran out of money 

• for-dfrloog as that Jeaf remained 

' hr'isy 'wanet)! I remember Mar- 

tb^^ing into a trance (at that 
tuhCi' I thoi^t k was merely a 
fainting sp^ and mumbhog 
Somd "things which seemed 
important enou^ to the people 
now know as “Kalbaiyo”) look- 
ing' for a certain land of leaf 


called "kayurnyum” as if it was 
the most important thing in the 
world then. (1 have kmt that leaf 
dried inside ray wallet for the past 
Uyears because it was supposed 
to give me good luck. 

In 1981, our Edgar Cayce 
Study Group headed by Jimmy 
Licauco planned a week-end trip 
to Ml Banahaw. We were so 
excited about it and we kept ask- 
ing Ximmy what we woum fled 
there, but just like Boy Mun- 
teiibano, Jimmy cut us short by 
saying that there was not^g to 
expect there. My memory of this 
second trip, whidi for some time 
I remembered asmy lirsL seemed 
as hazy as my 1975 trip. There 
were only two distinct things that 
1 retain^ about that trip. Om 
was the very loud sound of 
silence that J tensed upon enter- 
ing the vicnity of the mountain: 
and the second was my shock 
when Idiscovered that tfae“Boy” 
who was to guide us turned oiii to 
be Boy Fajardo, a long-lost 
“bairkada" in college, and 1 was 
doubly shocked to find out that 
he was then considered an inter- 
national **hifotherbalist.“ 1 
remember walking with him on 
long stretches of rocky earth lis- 
tening to his long-playing 
explanations of esoteric philoso- 
phies that t har^y understood 
then. 

It was Boy Fajardo's patience 
and amiable hospitality that 
made my successive jotirn^ to 
Mt Banahaw very meaningful 
and interesting. He used to enter- 
tain us in his small cozy and 
energy-filled mountain house 
with stories of the mystical 
mountain. He acted as our first 
'Tator" (Banahaw very 
meaningful and interesting. He 
used to entertain us in his small 
oozy and cner^-fiDed rnoontain 
house with stories of the mystical 
mountain.

To reach Sta Lucia, one has to 
go down a very steep canyon 
from which (he sound of (he 
rushing waters below could be 
heard. During my earlier trips, 
we had to hold on to a rope 
bannister that swung to the 
extreme lefi or right as the bod^' 
swayed in the same direction. Itis 
now much easier to go down as 
285 cement steps have been ins- 
talled. The whole mountain is 
treated as a holy place and light- 
ing candles on the different spots 
is an important act of respect for 
the spirits there. Before stepiMog 
into the waters of Sta Lucia, we 
had to light candles on a huge 
blackened boulder which serves 
as an altar in that area. Accord- 
ing to some clairvoyants, there is 
a huge cathedral inside this 
“altar stone." We would spend 
some moments in front of (he 
candle to pray and then proceed 
to dip in the waist-deep pool at 
the farthest end of the stream. 


The amazing thing about this 
pool is that at first contact with 
one's body, the water feels very 
cold. But once the body immer- 
ses in the water, it be^mes so 
incredibly warm. The ritual of 
this "baptism-Banahaw-style" is 
to dunk the body three limes. In 
this area droplets of water keep 
falling from the roots of the trees 
up the mountain wall and as 
these droplets hit the rocks 
above, they spray on the swim- 
mers’ faces. The sensation Is so 
invigorating. The residents who 
frequent the place informed us 
that these drops of healing water 
improve the eyesight so I've 
always made h a point to look up 
and let them fall slrai^t into my 
eyes. 

The next step afier the first dip 
is to go under the “male" water- 
fall. tile pressure of which is so 
strong that it almost mercilessly 
whips the body. But I discovered 
afier many years that this power- 


ful downward rush of water can 
be a treat toa natural hydro*mas- 
sage on my back, neck, buttocks, 
arms; a saving grace which 
usually distract me from the 
force of this waterfall is the 
recurrent rainbow that would 
magnificently drape the water 
enveloping my body. 1 have been 
advis^ that tbeemergenceof the 
rainbow is a sign that a healing is 
taking place and it is important 
to stay under the waterf^l until 
the rainbew disappears. It is also 
important to drink of the water 
three limes to balance the tem- 
perature in and out of the body. 

The second waterfall is des- 
cribed to be “female." One has to 
go inside a naturally carved 
grotto on the wall of the moun- 
tain where nurturing showers 
gently but profusely Hows on the 
whole body.

previously soughL Imelda Marcos 
was worried about her wei^L 

The fonner Philippine nrei bdy. 
on trial with Saudi ams dealer 
Adnan Khashoggi. sal through the 
third day of jury- selection Thursday 
and commented on a newspaper car- 
toon that painted her as overweight. 

Jury selection was scheduled to 
icsumc yesterday and espected to 
take thtee weeks, with the trial con- 
unuing through the summer. 

The New York post cartoon depict 
ted Marcos walking by a sbocsbine 
hoy and in an associate telling the 
show shiner. “This may be your 
lucky day." in reference to Marcos* 
legendary collection offootwear. 

As she sal down in court, a smiling 
Marcos, eycii^ the cartoon, said. 
“I'm taking on my cape so i won't 
look so fat." 

Marcos. is accused of plouinga 
USS345 million racketeering scheme 
with her late husband, former 
President Ferdinand Marcos, to 
stpbon money from the PhillifritK 
treasury. Prosecutors say the Mar- 
cus. with Khashoggi's help, trans- 
fened more than USS 160 million 
from the Philippines and invested it 
in Manhattan real estate. 

Thirty-one people have been selec- 
ted for a pool of potential Jurors to 
bear the case against Marcos and 
Khashoggi. A pool of about 60 peo- 
ple had originally been sought, from 
which a final panel of 12 jurors and 
bix alicrnaics would be selected to 
hear the case.

45.

“1 am terribly frightened 
because this is the second time 
I am kidnapped. We were 
treated very nicely, but the 
guns of the kidnappers were 
always poked at our fore- 
heads most of the time." 
Michel de Gigord told r^or- 
ters afier being freed. 

"I'm really shaken because 
this is my first time to come to 
Mindanro. I will go home on 
the first availaUe flight back r 
to France, "said Benniicte de 
Girord. 

'The priest was first kidnap- 
ped in February. 1985 when 
he was held by Muslim gun- 
men for two weeks before 
being freed after payment of a 
ransom. 

Some 300 policemen 
surrounded the hidroui of the 
five-man gang bolding the 
rwo Frencb nationals on the 
outskirts of Madamba, but 
could not launch an attack 


because of threats by the kid- 
nappers to kill their hostages. 

provincial commander 
of Lanao del Sur, Lieut Col 
Omar Manabilang, said 
negotiators agreed to sign an 
agreemen t to pay the "protec- 
tion money" the kidnappers 
were demanding so the 
French priest and his niece 
could be freed.

He mastered 
the art of rare patina on bronze and his 
mind, always geared towards research, 
took him into the field of ligfti-^mes 
applied to theatrical stage-settings. 

A nature-lover, he let plants inspire 
most of his oil paintings. Animals and 
human beings dominate his sculpted 
productions. Placing the artwork in an 
adequate enrironmeni was always bis 
main concern. 

A keen and piennaneni observer of 
the w orid around him. he never parted 
with paper, pencil and water-colour 


set, endlessly sketching people, 
animals, laudsrapes and flowers.

Opec, non-Opec states meet 

Oil market to be reviewed 


MUSC.AT. March 24. (Reuier): Nations that con- 
trol 80 per cent of the world's crude oil supplies 
gathered in Oman today to discuss the short-term 
market outlook and problems fadng the industry' 
through the 1990s. 

Top oil officials from the 1 3 Opec stales and their 
counterparts from 12 non-Opec countries will 
review an expected fall in the oil price in the second 
quarter of 1990. due to overproduction. 

Over the next 10 years output by non-Opec states 
isexj^ted todecline gradually, while i>roduciion by 
the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
will rise. 

The two-day talks are expected to consider way’s 
of raising output to match a projected one to two per 
cent annual growth inoildemand in the next decade. 

Bottlenecks in the refining industry and the 
impact of environmental concerns will also be dis- 
cussed. 

Non-Opec delegates are Oman, Mexico, the 
Soviet Union. Norway. North Yemen, Colombo, 


Angola, Malaysia. China, Egypt, the US state of 
Alaska and the Canadian province of Alberta. 

Oman presented a study on the oil market 
outlook in the second quarter of this year. 

.An Omani official said on Thursday after a non- 
Opec meeting in Muscat that world oil supply in the 
second quarter would be 300.000-400,000 barrels 
perday (bpd) higher than demand. 

Demand was e.xpected to fall as winter healing 
r^uiremenis in the northern hemisphere declined. 

Supplies to the market are exp^ted to remain at 
around first quarter levels, which ha\*e already 
pushed oil prices belowOpec's S 1 8 a barrel reference 
price. 

Opec states are pumping almost two million bpd 
above their agreed 22.086 million 1^ total ceiling, 
according to a Reuter su.'vey. 

Opec Secretary General Subroto told reporters 
before today's meeting that a short-term fall in 
demand for oil would come as no surprise. 


Bush presses for action 

Central American aid package 


WASHINGTON. March 24. (Reuter): President George 
Bush pushed (he Congress on Friday for swift approval of 
an $800 million aid p^age for Panama and Nicaragua 
that has been stalled over problems with transferring the 
money from the defence budgeL 

*'l! is absolutely essential that Congress move to pass 
this legislation that will bring urgent, needed help to 
Panama." he said at the start of a hastily arranged meeting 
with Panamanian Vice-President Guillermo Ford. 

He later repeated the message at a White House news 
conference. 

Ford, who has been lobbying Congr^ to the aid 
bill, had been scheduled to meet US vioe-Pr^dent Dan 
Quayle, but not Bush. The talk with Bush was added at the 
last moment to provide a forum for the appeal to the 
Congress. 

Bush has asked for SSOO millioa For Panama and 5300 
million for Nicaragua by April 5 and said on Thursday the 
measure was proving **a difTicuit. difficult sell" on Curitol 
HiU. 

He intends to use money origiaally allocated to the 
defence budget and has asked Congress to make cuts in 
defence spewing for the aid, saying that if Congress was 


unable to agree on what to cut by March 27 it should give 
bun the authority to make the cuts himself. 

Senator Robert Byrd, powerful chairman of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, was said by an aide to have 
questions both about the level of the propcMed aid and way 
the administration wanted to i>ay for it. 

And although another key senator, Vermont Democrat 
Patrick Leahy, has said the bill is too costly and has called 
for some of the money to bi: s'vircbed to aid for Eastern 
Europe, oiha senior members of congress have vmoed 
support for the measure. 

Bush said on Thursday the United States had a strong 
aid programme for Eastern Europe and "we can do no less 
for our own neighbours." 

The House Foreign Affairs Committee has begun con- 
sidering the Panama-Nicaragua aid aiod appears set to 
accept the figures. It continues work on the biU next week. 

However, the position of the appropriations commit- 
tees. of the House and Senate wul be crucial. Leahy is 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Aid Subcommittee. His 
House counterpart. David Ob^, declined to state his view 
of the aid level 


Exxon credit card protest wanes 

NEW YORK. March 24, (UPl): Exxon Corp. customers 
have apparently forgiven tlie oil giant for the woist spill in 
US history and virtually ended a boycott in which more 
than 40,000 credit cards were returned stnee the Alaska 
shoreline was foiiM one year ago. 

Exxon spokesman Les Rogers yesterday said Exxon 
now receives 'very few, one occasionally' of the credit 
cards, torn up in prote:>t of the March 24 oil spill that 
dump^ 1 1 milli on gallons (41 million Itrs) of crude into 
the pristine Prince William Sound. 

He said the returns dropped off to such a small level late 
last summer that the company slopped counting. 

"About 40.000 credit cards have Jieen returned by 


Exxon cardholders in protest over the Exxon Valdez 
(tanker) incidenu’’ the spokesman said. 

He said Exxon replied to each customer, acknowledpng 
the return and expresteg r^pet for the incident. Each was 
asked to return as a customer but "no appreciable junoum 
have elected to take out another card," Rogers said. 

Exxon figures have previously showed that cards were 
being returned at a rate of 3,000 a month as late as August 
Exxon chairman Lawrence Ptawl, in an interview in this 
week's Time ma^ziiie, said, "on average, (the returned) 
cards weren't being used mudi, while many other cus- 
tomers had ordered more than 160.000 cards in that same 
timeperiod."

Oman’s GN P growth accelerates 

Private sector 
to get a boost 


DUBAI, March 24, (Rcuier): 
Oman mms to increase the role of 
its private sector but will main- 
tain state spending to stimulale 
growth in the short term, the 
counirv's finance chief said. 

“Government spending is still 
the major dynamic force for 
economic acliviiy,** said Deputy 
Prime Minister for Financial and 
Economic Affairs Qais Bin 
Abdulmonim Al Zawawi. 

“At present the government is 
studying . . . what assets could be 
transferred to the private sec- 
tor." he said in the latest bi-mon- 
thly Central Bank Report. 

Zaw'awi said that toqualify for 
greater public ownership, com- 
panies should be well managed, 
make a profit, and be registered 
on the Oman Stock Exchange. 

“Government financial 
resources depend mainly on oil 


revenues, which make up 80 per 
cent of the 1990 total revenues. 
Zawawi said. 

“Therefore it was essential to 
base oil revenue estimates on a 
realistic assumption of oil 
prices." . 

He said the government s 1 990 
budget estimated the average 
gyiniial price of a barrel of oil al 
SIS. compared to an actual 
S 15.80 last year. 

Zawawi said the budget 
assumed the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exportii^ Countries 
(Opec) would abide 1^ its oil out- 
put quotas and that non-Opec 
producers, among which Oman 
plays a leading role, would con- 
tinue to back Opec efforts to 
stabilise prices. 

Independent economists 
believe 1990 average oil prices 
could be higher than SIS per 


barrel, which could cut Oman s 
predicted budget deficit for the 
year of 3 1 3.4 million rials (S8 14 
million), against 407.6 million 
rialslSl.Ol billion)in 1989. 

A big drop in revenues after an 
oil price crash in 1986 and a sub- 
sequent recession taught the 
government to err on the side of 
caution. 

The main budget details were 
announced at the beginning of 
the year. Budget revenue for 
1990 was raised 20.S per to 
1.4 billion rials (S3.6 billion), 
v-ith spending nused 9.2 per cent 
to 1.71 billion rials (S4.44 
billion). 

Last month Oma" reported an 
eight per cent rise in gross 
nation^ product in the first nine 
months of 1989 over the pmc 
period of 1988, to 2.46 billion 
ri^ (S6.38 billion).

ON JANUARY 31. IWO, President Bush 
presented his administration's plan for the 
Fiscai 1 90 1 US federal budget, ushering in a 
new phase ofdiscussionson the subject. The

A budget surplus means that the govern- 
ment is spending a smaller amount than 
what it receives in taxes and other revenues 
i.e. it is saving. Conversely, a govcrameni 
which runs a deficit is dissaving. .As long as 
public dissaving is matched by an equal 
increase in private saving, there w no 
problem. But if. as has happened in the Ub 
during the past decade, private saving st^ 
nates or declines then the result is a dcfloi 
on the current account of the talanre m 
payments. With national saving (noth 
public and private) less than investment an 
inflow of foreign capital is necessary to 
finance the shortfall. That is why ewn- 
omists often refer to the government budget 
deficit and the current accoimi defiat ^ 
being“iwins" implying thaieliminating the 
first automatically eliminates the second. 
However, it is not so simple since the d«Ime 
■n private savings from 8.1 percent ofGNP 
II. the 1970s to 4.8 per cent since 1986 also 
bears part of the blame. 

However, it remains true that by con- 
tributing to the current account defidt the 
budget deficit helps to make the stability of 
the US economy dependent on the contin- 
uation of a massive inflow of foreign 
capital. A crisis of confidence in the dollar 
would thus plunge the US into a recession 
,ince there will he little leeway for mM- 
oeuvre via interest rate policy. Theneceswiy 
of financing the budget deficit means that 


US interest rates cannot be allowed to dnfi 
too low or else forthcoming funds will d^ 
up. The budget deficit also plays a role in 
dircouragtng private investment wa the 
"crowing out" effect. This means that me 
high interest rates offepcd in order to lin- 
airee the deficit attract sayings that would 
otherwise havq ton directed to the pnvaie 

^ A*irurtber problem poto by the budget 
deflcii is that it poses an intergenerauonal 
transfer. Throu^ reliance on foreign fund- 
ing the US is building up a huge national 
debt which will require a net outflow of 
future resources with which to repay it. in 
essence the burden of this generation s dis- 
saving will be borne by future generations. 

TTie Gramm-Rudman law laid down 
specific monetary targets for each yrar s 
deficit with the eventual aim of achieving a 
balanced budget by 1993. The targets refer 
to the budget plan put forward by the 
President's Office of Management and the 
Budget fOMB) and approved by the Con- 
eress They do not refer to the actual deficit 
which often exceeds the target by a sig- 
nillcani amount In fiscal 1989. the actual 
deficit was SI 52 billion versiu an approved 
iargetof$136 billion fiscal 1990. which en<k 

Sem^ber 30 1990. the actual defiat is 
SEed to be $128 billion versus an 

applied target ofSl 10 billion. 

The president announces the White 
House projeciions for the economy and the 


budget plan for the coming fiscal year 
(which runs from October 1st to September 
30) in fate January. Meanwhile, the Con- 
gressional Budget Office (CBO) also works 
on a budget plan. Next follows a long penod 
nf discussions and oegotiatioas with the 
a.mofreachingafinalagreement in keeping 
with the Gramm-Rudman target. A leeway 
of $10 billion in excess of the tar^ is 
allowed. If by the beginning of the Tiscal 
year on October 1 no agreement has ton 
reached, according to Granun-Rudman 
automatic across-the-board cuts axe made 
in all non-exempt expenditure categories. 
The cuts are to be split 50-50 between 
defence and domestic programmes. This 
event has occured twice since the passing of 
the law. the most recent being in the fiscal 
1990 budget. 

Although a bipartisan agreement was 
finally reached in November 1990. after the 
fiscal year bad begun, the across-the-board 
cuts remained in place until February to 
enable the defidt target to be met. 

Although the GRH law seems to 
represent a determined policy to reduce the 
deficit, its practical application has too 
less positive. What makes the US budget 
same peculiar is that it is played entirely 
wlh forecasts.

Nissan take KAI to task 


LONDON. March 24, (Rsuter): 
Rugby union players can now he 
con?.pensated for lossofeamii^ 
in home intemaUonals but tbe 
sport's governing body has 
deferred a decision on payments 
for activities associated with the 


game. 

In a statement yesterday aftn* 
this week's annual meeting, the 
IRFBsaid players could receivea 
maumum £20 (S32) a day while 
preparing for and playing in a 
home international. At present 
players can be compensated on 
tour only. 

“These payments are at the 
discretion of each union and are 
not to exceed the actual financial 
disadvantage," the statement 
said. 

The board postponed any 
decision on payments for 
activities such as advertising, 
broadcasting and writing books 
and articles until its interim 
meeting in October. At present 
players are barred from making 
any money from their associa- 
tion with t^ game. 

The chairman of the board's 
amateurism committee. Sir 
Ewart Bell of Irdand, said New 
Zealand. Australia, South 
Africa. France and Wales had 
favoured amending the present 
laws. 

Ireland had opposed any 
change while England and 
Scotland were prepared to con- 
sider amendments. 

“There are some in rugby foot- 
ball who don't wish to see any 
development at all," Sir Ewart 
said. 

'There are some who want to 
g6 quite a way down the road and 
this includes a number to top 
plavws." 

^ir Ewart said a working party 
comprising representatives from 
Ireland. England, Wales and 
New Zealand would examine 
w’ays in which further changes in 
the regulations could be made 
acceptable to ail member unions. 

“I would hope that the process 
can be brou^t to an end by 
October." he said. 

Sir Ewart was asked for the 
IRFB'sopinionon New Zealand 
players who formed companies 
with the sole purpose of promot- 
ing themselves commercially.

Anderson, a two-time pro bowler and the League's fourth-leading 
rusher last season, agreed to a contract that one source put at S6 million 
over four years. 

Depending on how the salary and bonuse.s break down, it will put 
him at or near the top of the League's running backs. Indianapolis* Eric 
Dickerson made S 1 .3 million last year. 

“It’s an extraordinary amount of money." Bears president Michael 
McCaskey said of the Anderson deal. 

Just three weeks ago — before the NFL announced its S3.64 billion, 
four-year television deal — Anderson rejected an offer for S5.6 million 
and threatened to try to sell his services elsewhere. 

Last week, as they concluded their spring meetings, N FL owners said 
they would spread at least parf of the revenue to the players. The new 
contract will mean that each team's TV revenue will increase from $1 7 
million in 1 989 to an average of S32 million over the next four yrars. 

“Our next step is to get some of the money to the players." said 
commissioner Paul Tagliabue.
